Reagan, hao 
Meet in Cancun 


CANCUN， Mexico The 
international summit on north- 
sotth relations held here Oct 22 
amd 23 was not only an opPor- 
tunity for Pres，Reagan to learn 
firsthand from- Third -World 
leaders，but was also the occasion 
for his first meeting with_Chinese 
Premier Zhao Ziyang， 

Zhao，who met with Reagan 
last Wednesday during a 70- 
minute luncheon session，voiced 
his -objections to proposed US 
shipments of advaiiced fighter air- 
craft to Taiwan，and also raised 
the issue of Beijing's nine-point 
program for reunification with 


Taiwan， Both are sensitive issues 、 
with the Reagan Administration， 


which is trying to tighten rela- 
tions with Beijing，while simujl- 
taneously strengthening its ties 
with Taipei. 

| BENEREICIAL 
Though a dekision has not yet 


peen made about US arms sales to 
Taiwan，an _ administration o 反 i- 
cial described the meeting 
between Reagan and Zhao as 
“very important and very bene- 
ficial to both jleaders, ”the 克 o8 
Amgeles Ti7mies Teported， 

“The People's Republic is op- 
Posed in general to the Provision 
of armaments to Taiwan，and the 
US ”position is that we have an 
obligatiomn to continue to provide 
forTaiwan's defensive needs，and 
its an Oobligation which we feel 
obliged to meet, ”the official said. 
“Tthink the Chinese side under- 
stands our objligation as we umnder- 
stand their concerns, and we hope 
to handle this vexing question 
with sensitivity alid to successfully 
find our way through it without 
damageto our fundamentally im- 
Portant strategic relationship.” 

As for Zhao，who was attending 
his first world summit， the 
Cancun conference was not only a 
chance to meet with Reagan，but 
also an OpDportunity for China to 
take a place -as a leader in the 
Third Worlq.

“A superpower which keeps on 
styling itself the mnatural ally of 
the 工 hird_ World countries has 
adopted .a very liegative and 记 - 
different attitude towards the 
meeting for which the Third 
World countries show so much 
concermn and attention,” he said in 
reference to the Soviet Union. 

A commentary issued by the 
Xinhua News Agency on Oct. 20 
Teported that military aid ac- 
coulited for two-thirds of the $47 
bijllion in aidq theSovietssuppliedto 
73 developing countries from 1954 


to 1978, and noted that，“from the 


early 1960s to the late 1970s the 
:Soviet Union sold at high prices 


over $20 billion worth of mach- 


inery equipmentto the developing 
countries in the form of economic 
aid，grabbing staggering super- 


brofits.” 

FEorboth Reagan and Zhao, and

MISERABLE 

9weatshops are not a relic of the 
industrial :revolution; Dor have 
they disappeared despite ”the 
organizing efforts "of persectuted 
Workers. In San ，Erancisco， 
garment industry workers， 
predominantly Third World 
women，work ten hours a day， 
seven days a week，at piece rates 


that fall below the minimurm - 


wage，These workers，who are 
double vietims of sex and race 
discrimination, earn about $3000- 
$6000 anmnually， They receive mo 


overtime pay，no benefits，and 
their working “conditions -are 
miserabjle， 


Because 'of the season nature of 
the apparel ， industry，.these 
workers are laid off for days or 
weeks at a time depending on the 
avVaijlability of sewing contracts: 

Although existing law partially 
protects WoIkers against Season 
layoffs by allowing them to collect 
the difference between what they 
earn during the slow season and 
regular unemployment benefits，a 


group of about forty Asian women - 


face criminal charges for collect- 
ing unemployment insuramnce 
benefits in San Francisco. They 
are being harassed by the State 
Employment Development De- 
Dartment and prosecuted by the 
San Francisco District :Attorney's 
office，The DA claims that these 
garment workers received un- 
employment benefits fradulently.

BlendingWestern, Traditional 、 
Chinese Medicine Holds Promise

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A policy 
of integrating traditional Chinese 
medicine andqd Western medicine 
has been followed in China for the 
bast 20 years. This Saturday at a 
seminar SDolsored by the Pacific 
Medical Center, DTr. Xie Zhu-fan， 
associate Professor of internal 
medicine and head of Traditional 
Chinese Medicine at the First 
Affiliated Hospital of Beijing 
Medical College，will introduce 
traditional Chinese medicine，its 
applications and Potential inte- 
gration with Western medicine. 

“The theoretical characteristics 
of traditional Chinese medicine 
are sinible dialectics and wholism . 
Chinese medicine regards the 
human body as a whole organ- 
isnl with its various parts closely 
related to each other，disease is 
Seen as the reaction of the whole 
organism to pathogeinicfactors,the 
funandamental mechamnism of which 
is the breakdown of equilibrium 
within the organism or between 
the orgaliism and its environ- 
ment,， 了 DTI,. Xie explained. 

Admitting the limitations of 
traditional Chinese medicine，Xie 
also noted the long and ampbply 
documented history of such treat- 
Iment ,

Xie himsel{f， who graduated 
from medical college in 1946 in 
Beijing，was trained in Vestern 
medicine，amnd first studied Chi- 
nese medicine during a six-month 
period in . 1955 when he studied 
acubuncture and traditional 
theories of Chinese medicine such 
as Vi/yang. Later in 1958-60, he 
attended part-time studies of 
herbal medicine. After finally 
using Some of his studies in the 
wards in the early 60s，Xie again 
attendedq a course taught by 
professors of the Academy of 
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Traditional- Medicine of China 


during the Cultural Revolution 


from 1969-70.

of diseases including carcinomia of 
the liver. 

PALPATION 

The hearing and smelling com-

of the doctor concerning the way 


the patient may sound or the way 
he or she may smell. The question- 
ing component consists of various 
imquiries， which may include 
Such topics as whether or not the 
patients palms or soles feel hot， 
which， in traditional : Chinese 
medicirie5 :indicate the loss of 
Vitalesseiice;”Xie reported. 

The most important com- 
Ponent of palpation is the study of 
pulses. Traditional Chinese medi- 
cine classifies some different 20 
pulse types，whbich include des- 
criptions ， of “superficial” or 
和 oating,， “deep”or “sinking,” 
“slippery,， and “hesitant,” Xie 
Teported， The classifications and 
their use have actual scientific 
basis, Xie explained, For example; 
“slippery” pulse” may indicate 
conditions with increased fluid 记

late 50s on, the most important 
thing was for Western-trained 
doctors to _ learn traditional Chi- 
nese medicine.

Now, several thousand doctors

School. 

CONDOS 

Among the duties assigned to 
Wongs_ division is the respon- 
sibility of administering all condo- 
minium conversions in SFE，cur- 
rently a topic of much contro- 
VerSy. 

“The prices of homes are so high 
its an _ advantage for middle-in- 
come peopleto buy condomiums.” 
ItS also more convenient for 
young people who are just starting 
out and retired people who dont 
need a_ big home, Wong ex- 
plained. 

“Homeowners can make more 
money from condos than from 
renting, but this js a disadvantage 
for people who cannot afford the 


high cost of real estate in SE，For- 


them， condo conversions _ are a 
hardship because 让 makes fewer 
rental units available, ”he noted， 
adding,“thats why the city has 
strict codes to_protect the tenants 
Tights:” 

Under current codes，tenants 
have first rights to buy 这 the 
building they occupy is to be 
converted, and should the tenant 
decide to move he or she must be 
allowed 120 days to relocate and 
the landlord must pay the moving 
expenses;, Vong explained, If they 
cannot buy or move，the tenants 
have the right to jlease their 
apartment from the landlord for 
one year, and any tenant 62 years 
of age or older shall be given a 
jife-time lease. 

CO-ORDINATIES 

The city limits the number of 
conversion applications to 1,000 
units per year, and Wong reported 
that 1981 and 1982 are already 
filled up. “There arent many 
condo conversions in China-= 
town, but we'Te beginning to see a 
lot in the Richmond District,，” he 
added.

Chow said. A wide stage in the 
Sun Yat-sen memorial was simply 
set with flowers and flags, and one 
large portrait of Sun，no one else， 
he added.

Eollowing the celebration，the 
grOUD was later escorted to visit 
Sites With historical relevance to 
the revolution，including Huang 
Hua Gang，the Gangzhou park
